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n. Uoisehold Manvjactures. — But by 
far the greaur pait of the -goods made 
of those niatetiab (cotton, flax, and wool) 
aie inanufactuied in private families, 
luostly^fiw their own use and partly for 
sale. They consist principally of coarse 
cotton, fianbel, cotton stuffs, and stripes, 
of every <JesCTiption, linen,' and mixtures 
of wool with flax or cotton. The iiifoi- 
matioHr leceivecl fiom every state, and 
trom more than sixty' diijferent places, 
concurs in establishing the fact of an 
eS|raoidmary increase during the two 
last yeais, and rendeuiig it piobable that 
about two thirds of the clothing, loclud- 
iflg hosiery, and of the house and 
table linen worn and used by the 
inhabitants of the United States, wbodu 
not leside in cities, is the product o 
family manufactures. 

In the eastern and middle states, card 
ing machines, winked by walei, are 
every where established, and they are 
rapidly extending southwaidly and west, 
wardly, Jennies, other family spinning 
ibacbmes, and Sying shuttles aie aUo 
introdoced m m'aiiy places ; and as ma- 
ny trilling mills are erected, as are re- 
(^liired for finishing all the cloth which is 
svSven in private famiBes. 

Diificujt as' It Is to form an estimate, 
li ijS interre^d fiom a comparison of alt 
the facts vvbicb have iieen commoAii 
eated, with the pop.ulation of the United 
States (e'stimate4 atsix millions of white, 



and^ twelve hundred thensand black per- 
sons) that the value of all the goods 
made of coitoii, wool, and flax, which 
are' annualty 'manutatturedin'tbe United 
States, e'xcteds foitv millions of doUaiS, 
The manufactuie of cards anci wire, \t. 
intimately connected with thispait of the 
isobject, Wbi(nioie'« machine for mak- 
ing' cards, has completely excluded fo- 
leign impoiiations of that article. The 
capital employed in that branch may be 
estimated &t 200,000 dollars ; and that 
tbe annual consumption amottnted till 
lately, to twenty thousand dozen pair ai 
hand cards,- and twenty thousand square) 
feet of caids for machines, .worth toge- 
ther about 200,060 dollars. ' The demand 
of last year was double that of 1808, 
and IS still lapidly increasing. But the 
wire IS altogethei im ported "au4 a vei y 
serious inobnveniency might arise from 
any legulation which would check or, pre- 
vent the exportation from foreign coun* 
tries, ft appears, however, fay tbe com- 
municat'on, that the manufacture may, 
and would be, immediately established, so 
as to supply the demand both for card* 
and Other objects, provided tbe same duty 
Kereiinposed on win', now imported duty 
free, which is laid on other urticlesmida 
of the sahie material. The whole amount 
of wire annually used for cards, does not 
at present exceed twenty five tons, woith 
about 40,000 dollars. 



COMMERCIAL REPORT. 

Thb bankruptcies are not yet at ai» end. Some of -great magnitude havf lately oo- 
fearred at Liverpool. Every month gives fre»b proof tliat the war is the originating 
eause of these.failures. Let us eitamine 'their causf^ thro' whatever ramifications we 
Uta^, they 'are all direqtly or more remotely,, to be traced to this mighty source of all 
our calamities, — tbe war. Liverpool stood pre-eminently high in the rage tor specula- 
tion, and it is BOW conspicuously reaping the bitter fruits hence resulting. The orders 
of council, one branch of tlie pernicious war system, for a time almost annihilateij 
^he trade 'with America. Cbe capitals, thus forced out of the neural channels, were 
directed inf* speculation. CircujBstaiices arising out of the war, and from a negocia-- 
tion with' America, conducted in a vacilLng imbecile' manner, have latterly, ■ mostly 
turned specuHtions, bothm imjiorts and exports, into heavy losses. Paper credit, for 
a'seasan, afforded fallacious encourageioent, the rage for speculation induced mep to 
adventure beyond all dae proportion to their capital, and, m case of disappointmeni 
1b their remittances, or any check to that' sy^lem of paper accommodation; oil which 
they depended, they became incapable of fulfilling their engagements. In the 6nd, 
'ruin became extensive, and the miberable effect s arising from these <-auses are strong- 
ly impressed, jn lasting characters of private and public distress. 

At page i>9l will be found an extract from a report on American. manufactures, 
presented to. the house of representat'ives. In our relations vrith that country, it pre. 
gents to us'impor-tant information as to the progress of domestic manufactures. it 
IS becoming a mamlfacturing nation much sooner than many among us are willin? t^ 
allow ; or, than is modish in the present system of self deceptive flattery to admit, 
•jj d tiie general tenor of Britigb policy towasds America, as evinced by tfie orders lii 
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jeoancil, and other ^c<S, ha? hastened forwardtheioatuj^of Amerioan manafac- 
ttues, much mors speedily than would probabfy have occuraBdnn the natural course «{ 
tVmgs, and uuinteritionally nursed' their |Mfcd!t'inaijufi«*lires. The narrow-minded 
poUtiQian may regret that good h^s l)een djenB,>')^ii>^c^i^^'~%is desiri^ and intention;, 
thro' t^e means of his illibejralpalicy ; yFfail'ec^ttK'^^i^iQi'of the world rejoices in the 
jsrosperityof hisfeUow'meii', wharher they ilwell on this or the other side of tb« At» 
Iant&,

i^ out, ajjd tho' the mariiet ^o LonSon cont'imies unnsually dull, yet*ther channels, 
l^ve opened, and sales have been effected elsewhere, as is evinced by the numbers of 
buyers, re^dy to come out, as soon as linens shall be in siffficient abundance, 'f he fact is, 
that London, which formerly was the general emporiurti for the galo of finens, is ra- 
pidly losing this pr^-emiixence, andchannel$'of more direct^ rnte)!cpurse are gradually 
opening. The overbearing confidence of the Londoners wifl iil brook this change, 
for (;hey thought thenjselves (^ so great consequence, that they arrogated th« power of 
regtilating the trade according to their whims. The factors aiSo by their leaning" al- 
most invariably more to the side of their city customers, thaif to their consigners in 
this country; appear now to have materially injured their Own interests, and to have 
considerably contributed to the diversion of the trade into other channels. 

The flax crop has notturned 6ut as well as was exacted, Parshases of 'flax are no?y 
making on commissioo'for England and S<;otland, 'and the price is advandfng. The 
linens sent to America last summer, - are stated to have sold well, and it is hoped, some 
demand may be expected SrOrii' that market M Spring, to Makeup for the defici«ttcy 
»f sales in London. 

The persons engaged, in "the linen trade in the neighbourhoood of Aberdeen, 
have lately petitioned* the ho^d of trade in London, to procure a duty to' he 
laid on the importation of foreign yarn, to aid the spinning trade, particularly 
the manufacturers for spinning linen yarn by machiii^ry, and also for an ad- 
ditional duty on the importation of foreign linen. They have by letters solicited 
the co-operation of the hnen trade in this country. At a meeting ef linen dra- 
pers at Belfast, it was resolyed nut to move in relation to foreign yarn, as none 
of that article was imported into this country, and its importation into Britain 
would rather serve us by lessening the demand for yarn from this country^ and 
consequently tending to cheapen our manufactures. It was resolved tq join it) 
aid to the measures' for promoting an additional duty on foreign linens. Some 
entertain doubjLs as to the utility of containing a system of prohibitions, duties, 
drawbacks and bounties, anil are inclined to leave trade tp iind its own levpl 
unrestrained by restrictions. But the public mind is not yet ripe for such a dcr 
parture from ancient practice. 

In the mean time Bonaparte by what he calls his continental system is seek- 
ing, and It appeal^ with success, to exolode British manufactures from the 
continent of Europe, and he has lately adopted the furious tpeasure of orderitig 
them to be burned in France and hisf tributary kingdoms. These acts of yi<}lence, 
which arise from the abuse of great power; and are always perpetrated by con- 
querors, will not fail to injure the commerpial interests of this country. Thes^ 
measures are indefensible on the grounds of justice, and the laws of honesty, which 
ought to prevail among nations ; but alas ! the maxiqis' ef justice are always 
<ii«regarded by those, who have it in their power ; and vio,lence and the law of 
<he s|;rongest afford the only, measure of the conduct of nations towai^s eael^ 
other. We outrageously censure the ^neasures of Fj-ance"; but are we entitle4 
fi-om the purity St our conduct to lay Wame to others ? One power exerts it« 
aiithority by land, and the sea may be considered as the scene of the rapacity of the 
othe('. It is the yery nature ,ot war to present us as in a broken mirror with 
images distorted and refracted: we think ourselves duly proportioned, but our 
enemies appear as disgustingly hideous: During a course <of eighteen years of 
a most-irntatiiig and envenomed hostihty, in which we have abused the French 
under all the ■changes of their government in the most outrageous, ardthe 
grossest terms, can we wonder at their retahating on us, where tliey fa4vei tlw 
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powen ? Ypt nii still cflstinue SVr .abuse of them, and overldok our own pre- 
vocAtions- 

Ah able panjphkt on t^e dpprecijiJiQn of our currency, has been lately publish- 
f4 by Wir!.,Hu5kni§oiu M> P- We may recollect that .he was, about a year ago, an 
c^Reieiitjuewbet of ^an>ijijs$rji}iop. tic also appears to have been very active as one 
of thfi, Bsijlipn C()ininitt,«e. He with much ability, proves' THAT OUR PAPER 
CURRENCY IS REALLY DEPREClATfiD, and exhibits' a curioas specimen of our 
tjisjointed stat^, as from a combmatioij of circumstances, a light guinea which may 
be sold AS bullion, is of greiiter, value than a heavy o^uinea,* provided the plan succeeds 
ta niafce it jitegsl .to sell guineas at mqre than the value allowed to them by proclama- 
tiOiB. - TM&1!Se8tion, as far as, it regards De Yonge and another fcase of a similar na. 
fsire, i» jshoftly to be arg:ued before the Twelve Jud^ss on the point of law saved, whe- 
ther a staiufee which fprbade gold beinjg exchanged into other com for more than its 
Talvie,vv«U apply to its exchange into bank paper, k thing unknown for some centu- 
ijes. after the e>na<'tilient of the statute. Theeffecfof depreciation is clearly proved 
every day on the Change of Belfast, where guineas are now better by 3 to 2^ per cent 
than bauk notes, and the same fact will be apparent in every place where a fair coni'pe- 
tjtion is allO*ed'in an open market. A prohibitory law may disgbise the fact, but can- 
not alter tthfe respective natures of the two modes of our circulating medium. 

In most'-atticles the sales are very flat. Speculators have not now the un- 
bounded scope for their avidity, which hurried them on so rapidly about 
two y«ftr9 ago, and trade is now narrowed more within its proper banks, after 
the inundation has subsided. In Liverpool, owing to the want of confidence, it 
is stated that sugars fell, because the West India merchants refused to sell, ex- 
eept for ready money. Perhaps at no period, was mercantile confidence lower 
than at the present crlsi?, and it is^feared that the distresses of the times are 
not yet at ai) .end, nor can^ it yet i be ascertained how many may be affected by 
the bankruptcies which have already occurred, or how many similar catastrophes 
may restflt from the previous crashes. Some of the recent failures at Liverpool 
it 1? stated, have been attended with circumstances of peculiar atrocity, and 
and other places have also exhibited many instances of glaring impropriety, and 
jnd«'ffe!jsible conduct. The course' of exchange through this month has been,

NATURALIST'S REPORT, 

From Octoba 20, Ml November iO. 

See Wmter comes, to rule the varied year, 

3ulieh and sad, with dll his rising train ; 

Vapours, and clouds, and storms. TnoMspN. 
"T!!B j>recediBg season has presented some pecuUarites ; owing to the cold and drought 
the trees were sl.nv id making their shoots, but when the warmth at last came, an irre- 
gular blow of tbe flowers took place, and the usual series of succession seemed inter- 
rupted by'a mixture of early and latsr flowers appearing iniermixed, thewarmth of July, 
August, and September, with the great moist ure encouraged tovigorous vegetation, most 
plants, especially those from northern latitudes, the trees now showed by the abun- 
danee'and size of their leaves, their healthy state, yet they do not seem to have over- 
eome the vernal delay, theif shoots hot,being so long as usual; some autumnal flowers 
as the auturanil crocus or saffron, have not appeared, and the frosty nights of No- 
vember the 7 and 8 nipt the extreme shoots of some plants not, usually affected by 
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objects within the rainge of common obs.urvers of nature. Fungi, Lichens, and Mosses 
now only flourish, and to " those who ds not Jook-at nature's watches as well as her 
eltfcks," thsre is little entertainiaent afforded by these minute algects.
